Approved for Building 8 Schools 


Board Acts to Finance Two 24-Room and 
Six Smaller Primary Buildings—Maxi- 
mum Age for Hiring Teachers Increased. 


Sale of $5,500,000 in bonds 
from the 1955 school bond issue 
to finance construction of eight 
new schools was authorized yes- 
terday by the Board of Educa- 
tion at a special meeting. 

Following the special meet- 
ing, the board, meeting as a 


committee of the whole, ap- | 


proved proposals to extend the 
maximum age at which teach- 
ers may be hired and shorten 
maternity leaves. 

The maximum age for em- 
ploying teachers would be in- 
creased from 50 to-68 years 
under a proposal made by Phil- 
ip J. Hickey, superintendent of 
instruction. Hickey estimated 
the extension would permit the 
hiring of about 50 more teach- 
ers each year. 

Bids to buy the bonds will be 
opened Oct. 18, the next regu- 
larly scheduled meeting of the 
school board. 


Two 24-Room Schools. 


Of the total, $3,297,000 will 
be used to pay for a 24-room 
elementary school for the M-1-6 
(Vaughn) housing project, a 
similar structure for the M-1-4 
(Pruitt) housing project, and 
six smaller primary schools. 

To continue the work of mod- 
ernizing existing schools, $1,- 
398,000 will be allocated and 
$225,000 will be for buying sites 
for three of the eight-room pri- 
mary schools. The remaining 
$580,000 will pay for the extra 
cost incurred in building an ad- 
dition to Southwest High School 


and for an expected increase in | 


the cost of a similar addition to 
Harris Teachers College. 
Under the proposal on ma- 
ternity leaves, teachers would 
begin their leaves after the 
fourth month of pregnancy, 
rather than the third, as pres- 
ently required, and they would 
be permitted to return to work

A post-mortem analysis I did 
last spring of Kefauver’s sur- 
prising vote in the Minnesota 
primary showed him strongest 
amone farming communities 
whose hostility to our getting 
into World War II was particu- 
larlv intense. My interviews in 
these isolationist-minded ccm- 
munities revealed that, in the 
minds of many of these voters, 
Stevenson was identified with 
the Roosevelt-Truman foreign 
policy, while Kefauver was not. 
In these areas Stevenson's di- 
vorce strengthens the raging 
conflict between the desire to 
vote Democratic because farm 
prices are so low and the feel- 
ing that “the Democrats always 
get us into war.” If farm prices 
improve, Stevenson's 
will become an even 
liability than now. 
Against that can be posed 
one question: Can Kefauver’s 
personal campaigning in these 
areas swing his admirers to 
back the Democratic ticket? 
Monday: How voters feel 
about Eisenhower’s health 
and about Nixon.

Opposition to Stevenson Fades. 

Kefauver is still more popu- 
lar than Stevenson, by a wide 
margin. But the angry resist- 
ance to Stevenson seems to have 
mysteriously evaporated, and 
the Stevenson-Kefauver ticket 
appears to have inherited all 
Kefauver’s previous strength, 
and more besides 

Many farmers were bitter in 
August, but, again for mysteri- 
ous reasons, they are much 
more bitter now. Bedeviled by 
drouth and low hog prices, the 
farmers feel let down by ‘the 
Eisenhower Administration. We 
found no one—barring perhaps 
a furious old lady on the front 
stoop of an unpainted shack— 
who disliked the President per- 
But hate is not too 
strong a word to express the 
feeling of a good many for Ag- 
riculwure Secretary Benson 

Indeed, the violence of feel- 
ing is hard to exaggerate. One 
burly young man with a police 
dog hinted at direct action. “By 
God,” he said, “this can't go on 
much longer, and there are 
plenty of us younger men 
around here to see that it 
doesn’t.” His sentiments were 
echoed, in milder form, by many 
others.

“Farmers’ income this year has 
taken the first upturn since 1951, 
but there has been corresponding in- 
creases in costs of farming.” 

Was it entirely honest for Mr. Eis- 
enhower to tell the farmers of the 
increase in prices of their products 
without also admitting to them that 
the high cost of farming had corre- 
spondingly increased, so that the 
. farmer is no better off than he was

As the U.N. Gets Suez 


Now that the Suez dispute has been placed be- 
fore the United Nations Security Council, the big 
question is whether the Western powers are pre- 
pared to accept something less than outright in- 
ternational control of the canal, as they proposed 
at the London conference. 

Britain and France, having just affirmed their 
solidarity on Suez policy, give little evidence so 
far of being willing to compromise. On the other 
hand, they have been dissuaded from resort to 
force, and even any hope they may have had of 
organizing a boycott that would bring Egypt to 
terms has been dashed by Secretary Dulles’s 
drawing the teeth of his users’ association plan. 

Unpalatable it-may be, but the truth which 
London and Paris confront is that they cannot 
take strong meattrés against Egypt without 
American support—which they do not enjoy. 
Both the British and French governments are re- 
ported te be somewhat bitter. They cannot be 
blamed too much. They thought Mr. Dulles was 
right behind them when they were demanding 
concerted action to restoré intefmational control 
of the canal, but at the crucial moment it turned 
out he wasn’t there. Naturally, they feel let down. 

Mr. Dulles, however, was on the right side of 
the basic issue. He knew that war was not the 
answer to Egypt’s nationalization decree. Had he 
faced from the beginning the corojlary of that 
proposition—which is that a Suez settlement 
cannot be imposed on Egypt, but must be negoti- 
ated—there would have been less confusion, less 
bluffing, and less damaging disunity among the 
Western ‘powers. 

President Eisenhower appears to be support- 
ing negotiation—which means supporting a re- 
treat from the London 18-nation plan—when he 
suggests that a compromise might be réached 
that did not sacrifice the principle agreed on at 
London that the user countries have a great 
stake in the canal. Actually, the principle agreed 
on at London was that the user countries had a 
stake which could only be protected by effective 
international operation of the canal. Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s phrasing marks a retreat in itself. 

It is never comfortable, of course, to back 
down. But then backing down is best avoided by 
not taking unsound positions in the first place. 
From the beginning, the West was on weak 
ground in treating Egypt's nationalization decree 
as a violation of the Constantinople Convention 
of 1888. For while the Convention guaranteees 
free use of the Canal for all nations, it also af- 
firms the “sovereign rights” of Egypt, and sov- 
ereign rights usually include the right to nation- 
alize property undér certain conditions. 

What the West.can justly claim is adequate 
guarantees that the canal under Egyptian owner- 
ship will in fact remain open to all shipping with- 
out exception, ineluding the Israeli shipping 
which Egypt blockaded even before it seized 
the canal. The Sécurity Council, which wisely 
voted with American support to hear Egypt's 
complaint as well as the British-French one, 
would perform a tremendous service if it could 
bring about a settlement that provided such 
guarantees and yet respected Egyptian inde- 
pendence.

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A Conservation Pioneer 

At the end of this yéar, I. T. Bode will retire 
as direttor for the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission. Mr. Bode has managed this unusual 
State agency for its first'19 years of existence. 
Hie has defended it afd the principles of non-po- 
litical consérvation remarkably well. 

Inevitably a new state agency, and a political- 
ly independent one, finds critics and even ene- 
mies. Not all the legislators were happy about 
creating a Conservation Commission akin to the 
Highway Commission—a bipartisan board with 
the right to make its own plans and use its own 
revenues free of the Legislature's control. 

Through these 19 years there have been re- 
peated legislative attempts to put conservation 
back into politics. The so-called “meat hound” 
bills would haye packed the commission or re- 
stored control over revenue to the legislators. 
Mr. Bode fought and won these battles with 
strong public support. He kept partisanship out 
of his office with great integrity, and he stood 
serenely for his own idéas on conservation. 

Meanwhile thé Conservation Commission has 
revived Missouri's once-disappearing deer herd, 
helped to create thousands of well-stocked farm 
ponds, prompted better forest management and 
struggled to protect game cover from the ad- 
vancing plow. 

Despite progress, the Conservation Commis- 
sion has heard in recent years tome criticism 
which certainly was not politically inspired. In- 
dividual sportsmen have raised questions about 
some game-Stocking plans, the effectiveness of 
cover and food restoration, the agency's empha- 
sis on laboratory work and a few cases of arrests 
by game wardens. 

Criticism is, of course, inevitable in a big and 
technical public program, and the issue here is 
not whether it is right or wrong. We would only 
suggest that an agency now secure in its inde- 
pendence spare no effort to avoid any public feel- 
ing that it is isolated as well. The Conservation 


Commission ean afford to review its plans fre- 


quently, to listen to all criticism carefull), and 
to explain its efforts even moré patiently. 
Missour!l owes 1.T. Bode a generous debi for 
conservation pioneering. He has built and pro- 
tected an independent conservation department. 


His successor will face the constant task of 
bringing the department closer to the heart of 
the man with the rod or gun or plow. 
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A Serious Message 

There is little real resemblance between the 
Republican campaign and the Roman emperors’ 
bread and circuses. Adlai Stevenson was avail- 
ing himself Of literary license when he made 
this the opening theme of his St. Louis address. 
But once he got beyond that bit of hyperbole he 
had a setious and elevated iessage for his 
enthusiastic audience. 

The message was that sthugritss and compla- 
cency with things as they aré hot only ill become 
thé Ameffean character but in the perilous state 
of this modern world can represent a positive 
national danger. Both in dorhestic affairs and 
above all in foreign policy we cannot afford to 
rest on the cémfortable assumption that we need 
only keep things rocking along as they have 
been going. 

Certainly the world is at peace, and the Ameri- 
can people are grateful for the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s effort to keep it so. In the age of 
the hydrogen bomb any Administration that did 
not make that effort would be negligent of its 
highést duty. But peace is not enough. 

In Gov. Stevenson’s words, “we must face 
squarely and responsibly” the prospect of a 
long and arduous competition with the Soviet 
world for the leadership and friendship of mil- 
lions of people in the underdeveloped lands. To 
face that awesome rivalry in a mood of self- 
satisfaction is to invite disaster. For the truth 
is that the Soviet world is expanding its eco- 
nomic power and poHtical initiative so rapidly 
that we need to mobilize all our human and 
material resources to keep ahead. 

This new world situation must indeed be faced 
squarely, “clear of cant and slogans and stréam- 
ers and ballyhor.” It must be bravely met with 
fresh ideas, great imagination and courageous 
foresight. Gov. Stevenson was at his best when 
he appealed to the American people to realize 
their highest potential in the struggle. 
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For a Fair City Hospitals Report 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker and his Director of 
Public Welfare, Mrs. Edward G. Brungard, have 
asked a committee of private hospital administra- 
tors and staff members to look into the com- 
plaints recently made about City Hospital and 
Homer G. Phillips Hospital. The committee is to 
be named by Mrs. Irené McCabe, executive sec- 
retary of the St. Louis Hospital Council, without 
City Hall confirmation. 

Ordinarily an administrator, public or private, 
should know efiough about the activities for 
which he is responsible—even if these are of a 
professional and specialized nature—not to need 
such outside help. The Mayor and Mrs. Brungard 
are not hospital administrators, but day-in and 
day-out they should be able to rely on the infor- 
mation supplied by those directly in charge of 
these municipal institutions. 

In the present instance, however, something 
seems to have gone wrong. Medical men in the 
hospitals complain especially of a shortage of 
help and of drugs. Business administrators pro- 
test that funds allotted them are insufficient. 
Under the circumstances, the taxpayers are un- 
able to say whether the hospital administrators 
failed to ask for enough money, whether City 
Hall failed to give them enough, whether funds 
have been uséd inéfficiéntly, or whether the 
needs are not as real as they are said to be. 

Especially since a special committee urged 
enlargement of the Homer G. Phillips staff in 
1953, it is now desirable that a disinterested and 
competent investigation should bring out the 
facts. City expenditures should be kept within 
city revenues, but economies should not be made 
at the expense of the sick and the injured. It is 
hard to believe anybody would argue to thé con- 
trary. So the community looks forward to an ob- 
jective report as a preliminary to any corrective 
action which may be necessary.

Unquestionably one of the finest things KETC 
has done is this week's séries of television dis- 
cussions, “Science and Human Responsibility.”

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Confusion in the AEC 

Commissioner Harold S. Vance'’s call for the 
United States to build atomic power | plants 
abroad is an @xample of the confusion into 
which the Atomic Energy Commission has fallen. 
This confusion is well described on this page 
today by Henry DeWolf Smyth, an eminent 
physicist who was consultant to the wartime 
Manhattan Project which developed the atomic 
bomb. 

Mr. Vance says truly that “expanded use of 
nuclear energy for commercial power has be- 
come an important element in international rela- 
tions,” Three years ago it became more than an 
“important element.” It became a solemn pledge 
when President Eisenhower, appearing before 
the United Nations, offered to share nuclear elec- 
tric power and other peacetime benefits of the 
atom with the world. 

Yet Mr. Vance totally ignores the salient ques- 
tion on which fulfillment of this momentous 
promise depends. As Mr. Smyth says: 

“How can we offer to build reactors abroad 
without building @nough reactors hére to know 
what we are doing?” 

Commissioner Vance indicates that he op- 
poses present acceleration of the atomic power 
program domestically. That is certainly the posi- 
tion of President Eisenhower, who put the 
weight of the White House in opposition to the 
Gore-Holifield bills which would have assured 
the building of some plants without delay. 

So the United States is in the somewhat less 
than impressive position of offering to do for 
everyone else what it puts off learning to do for 
itself. Our responsible officials are bemused by 
the public-vs.-private-power bogeyman in the 
face of the harsh practical reality that the poli- 
cy of depending entirely on private companies 
to build and operate atomic power plants is a 
failure. 

Why should not the United States place all its 
resources—public as well as private—behind the 
effort to make good on its promise to the world 
that it will share the peaceful atom? 
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Atomic Power 


Three years ago President proposed to share knowledge of nu- 
clear energy with world; but we still lack one sizable atomic 
electric plant, and cannot build abroad without experience

Mr. Smyth ts chairman of the Board of 
Scientific and Engineering Research of 

rinceton University. He was a con- 
sultant of the Manhattan District, the 
wartime project which developed the 
atomic bomb, and wrote the official re- 
port on that development. From 1949 
to 1954 he was a membcr of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 


In his address before the United Na- 
tions in December 1953, President Eisen- 
hower announced this Government's 
“atoms for peace” program. It was a 
bold proposal. In the nearly three 
years that have elapsed since that 
speech, its principles have been reaf- 
firmed but it can hardly be said to 
havé been put into effect. We do not 
have a single plant in operation pro- 
ducing significant amounts of commer- 
cial power from nuclear energy. One 
such plant is under 
construction. Others 
are planned but the 
future of such plans 
is clouded by con- 
troversy arising out 
of the old public 
versus private pow- 
er issue. 

By contrast, the 
British with less 
knowledge and ex- 
perience but with 
far more pressing 
domestic needs 
have émbarked on 
an ambitious pro- 
gram of construc- 
tion of full-scale power plants. An» 
nouncemeénts from Russia suggest a 
large program there also. 

The cost of carrying one type of ré- 
actor through the éxperimental and pro- 
totypé (large plant) stages is roughly 
$100,000,0 A well-rounded develop- 
ment program must selett from the 
welter of possibilities the five or ten 
most promising types and carry them 
to the point where some sare demon- 
Strably better than others. 

This Government has specifically of- 
fered to assist other nations in this de- 
velopment. 


How can we offer to build reactors 
abroad without building enough reactors 
here to know what we are doing? 

At present we are in a strong posi- 
tion to help foreign countries obtain 
nuclear power. However, if we are to 
make our “atoms for peace” program 
an effective part of our foreign policy 
we must realize that we are in a highly 
competitive situation. 


Other countries have vigorous atomic 
energy programs. Théy have already 
proven their competence. In many in- 
stances they have more compelling 
domestic reasons than we have for push- 
ing nuclear reactors as practical operat- 
ing components of their power systems. 

Our present commanding lead is 
bound to le&ssén. It could easily dis-

appear if any part of our program lags 
seriously. Unfortunately, one part of our 
program is currently in a state of con- 
fusion. To a large extent, the public 
versus private power question as it re- 
lates to nuclear energy has been mis- 
represented. The whole development 
of nuclear energy in this country has 
depended on the co-operation of Gov- 
ernment and industry. 

In opposing the bill authorizing it to 
build full-scale power reactors, the 
Atomic Energy Commission expressed 
the view “that while it must take the 
lead and carry most of the butden of 
developing nuclear power reactor tech- 
nology, industry should take the initia- 
tive and assume the major responsibil- 
ity for full-scale prototype reactors.” 


Such a policy might be reasonable if 
we were concerned only with the de- 
vélopment of nuclear powér for the 
United States, but we are not. 

We cannot simultaneously make 
“atoms for peace” a major part of our 
foréign policy and atoms for private 
industry a controlling part of our do- 
mestic policy. 

However désirable it may be to get 
the Govérnmént out of the nuclear 
power business, it is more important to 
back our announced foreign policy with 
a vigorous and fast-moving program of 
reactor development and construction 

If money can be saved by persuading 
private industry to finance some power 
plants, well and good, but the Govern- 
ment must determine the program and 
finance any parts of it that private in- 
dustry is unwilling or unable to carry. 

Clearly thé decisions as to what to 
build, whére and how fast must be 
madeé by the Unitéd States Government. 
Only the Government can balance the 
importance of progress versus cost in 
terms of national prestige, foreign pol- 
icy and long-range needs. 

The principal résponsibility rests with 
the five members of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. . They must share it with 
Congress, which provides the money, 
and with other Executive departments 
such as State, Defense and Bureau of 
the Budget. 


The Government should not hesitate 
to build full-scale power-producing re- 
actors of various types when they are 
technically justified. Thesé full-scale 
power plants cah supplement rather 
than duplicate those built by private 
companies, thus filling any gaps that 
might appear in the over-all program. 

While continuing as construction and 
operating contractors for the Govern- 
ment, private industry should be en- 
couraged to invést its own money, both 
in research and development and in the 
construction of power reactors. 

Only by such a program can we ful- 
fill the commitments of our foreign 
policy. We have an opportunity and 
an obligation to use the greatest dis- 
covery of our time for the benefit of 
all men of all nations. 


Food Stamps Won't Dent Surpluses

food stamp plan as a means of helping 
eliminate the food surplus. The 1956 
Democratic platform proposed a “food 
stamp or other supplemental food pro- 
gram administered by appropriate state 
or local agencies to insure that nO neédy 
family shall be denied an adéquate and 
wholesome diet.” 

The quest for ways to put current 
surpluses to use ag against storing them 
is commendable. However, the food 
stamp plan as it was khown in 1939-43 
would hardly make a dent in the sur- 
pluses piled in warehouses and bins 
today. At the height of its operation 
it wa a little — hig 100,000.-

Witchcraft Mania? 

THE MAGIC BACKGROUND OF MODERN ANTI- 
SEMITISM, By Adolf Leschnitzer, (Internetional 
Universities Press, 236 pgs., $4.) 

The word “magic” in the title of this 
volume is the key to the author’s theory 
that there is a striking resemblance be- 
tween modern anti-Semitism and the 
witchcraft mania of early modern times. 
Mr. Leschnitzer offers enough parallels 
to make his thesis arguable. Thus, the 
burning of the Jews in the ovens of 
Auschwitz may be compared with the 
burning of witches 300 years earlier. 
Both forms of persecution served the 
same instincts and anxicties afd pro- 
vided the same useful devicé to divert 
attention and intimidate polittal efe- 
mies. 

In analyzing the characteristics of the 
German-Jewish relationship, Mr. Lesch- 
nitzer draws equally on history, psy- 
chology and sociology. Historically, he 
notes, the great persecutions around 
the time of the Spanish Inquisition 
decimated the Jewish population of Eu- 
rope. When there 
were finally ho 
Jews left in many 
places, — were 
invented Vitches 
and sorcerers be- 
came the new sub- 
jects for persecu- 
tion, @ven assum 
ing some of the 
characteristics of 
their predecessors 
—Vviz., the “Witches’ 
Sabbath” and the 
“Devil’s mark” on 
their bodies, an 
obvious symbol of 
circumcision. 

Three centuries later, in a rev 
process, the terror formerly attached 
to the witch was transferred to the 
Jew, who became the culprit guilty of 
every injustice, every défeat, every hu- 
miliation the German people had 
known. The Nazi propaganda machine 
played no small role in speeding and 
directing this process. But Goebbels 
did not invent German anti-Semitism. 
On the contrary, ever since the faijureé 
of the Revolution of 1848, which per- 
manently barred the middle class from 
political power, the democratic and 
progressive forces of Germany had been 
in decline Germany was a nation 
under Prussian, semi-feudal auspices. 


The resultant frustrations of the 
middle class, climaxed by the inflation 
and economic collapse that followed 
World War I, gave rise to fears and 
hate that established an emotional 


readiness for the gruesome crimes to 
come. ' 


Mr. Leschnitzer, himself a victim of 
Nazi persecution, has written a sober 
yet challenging analysis of what hap 
pened in Germany. His book contains 
many profound insights. “Not the least 
of them is this paragraph, délineating 
the lessons that Nazi anti-Semitism 
taught (‘or should have taught) free 
men everywhere: 


“When reviling the Jews became a 
daily habit, the educated listened for 
years. At first some tried to oppose 

but gradually the opposition became 
nein and then virtually ceaséd alto- 
gether. The ‘Jewish problem’ became a 
kind of breach in thé modern, dem- 
ocratie, progressive front of intellectuals 
in the 1920s. It was the point where 
the break-through camé,. from which 
the nihilistic forces of Nazism rolled 
over the whole front.”

Improvement Must

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 28 
—Civie improvement must be 
divorced from all politics, 
Mayor Raymond R! Tucker of 
St. Louis told the Kentucky 
Municipal League last night. 

“I do not believe the $110,- 
639,000 bond issue authorized 
for public improvements in St. 
Louis would have passed if it 


_ had been concocted in a smoke- 


ng room at City Hall,” he 
said. 

Instead of letting key city 
officials determine which proj- 
ects should be included in the 
St. Louis program of public 
improvements, he explained, 
the decision was left to a citi- 
zens’ committee representing 
labor, business, churches, neigh- 
borhood groups, professional 
men and many other segments 


_ of the community. 


Inspired Public Confidence. 

This insptred public confi- 
dence in the bond issue pro- 
gram, Tucker declared, and the 
same citizen committee ap- 
proach was used to obtain ap- 
proval of a $1,500,000 bond is- 
sue for the Plaza redevelop- 
ment project, the earnings tax 
charter amendment and a non- 
political board of freeholders to 
study modernization of the city 
charter, 

“I am confident that the free- 
holders will produce a new 
charter which will make the 
tasiec organization of our gov- 

.ment far more efficient than 

is today,” he stated. “I am 

ally certain that the voters 

St. Louis will approve such 
. hew charter.” 

.ne most encouraging les- 
svi learned in efforts to re- 
\..alize St. Louis has been that 
tue people usually will approve 
a program “if they are given 
the facts, without distortion, 
even though the facts are bit- 
ter and the solution will cost 
them money,” the Mayor con- 
tinued. 

“I do not believe any city 
can achieve great things until 
its citizens are made fully 
aware of their community’s 
problems# he emphasized. “As 
long as our people are satis- 
fied with the status quo, little 
or nothing can be accom- 
plished.” 

Cites Post-Dispatch Series. 

TRe “climate” fér improve- 
ment must "be established, by 
giving the people convincing 
facts, before they will arouse 
themselves to act, he continued, 
stating that the Post-Dispatch

PADAR NOW USED 
PY SURVEYORS ON 
LONG DISTANCES 


FORT MONMOUTH, NQ., 
Sept. 28 (UP)—Radar, used to 
detect airplanes, speeding auto- 
mobiles and ocean vessels, now 
is hitting the overland trail. 

The “radar rulers” has been 
developed for the surveyor, who 
previously had to measure off 
long distances in numerous 
hops requiring meticulous 
sighting. 

According to Army Signal 
Corps researchers who devel- 
oped the system here, the radar 
yardsticks can measure up to 


50 miles with accuracy within | 


a few feet. And it is not ham- 
pered by bad visibility. 


The system utilizes two jeep- | 


portable radar stations, one at 
each end of the distance to be 
measured. 

The electronic rangefinder {s 
designed particularly to replace 
standard surveying equipment 
when long-range and speed are 
essential. 

The entire radar station, a 
25-foot collapsible antenna mast 


™ . and three metal suitcases filled 


with electronic equipment, 
weighs 200 pounds. 

Besides its uses in surveying 
and mapping, it is expected to 
be valuable to the military at

Not Big Enough for Texas 


Allied Artists has attempted to recreate the story of 
Sam Houston, Tennessee congressman and governor, friend 
of the Indians, general of the Texas forces which won free- 
dom from Mexico, first president of the Republic of Texas, 
and United States Senator from Texas, 
in “THE FIRST TEXAN,” at the FOX. 

Trouble is, they've failed to grasp the 
mighty theme they had on hand, and 
made it just another horse-opera. As 
7 Houston, Joel McCrea didn’t impress us 
as a man with a sense of destiny, but just 
al another horse actor earning his day’s 
wages without working up too much of a sweat. 


Mr. McCrea’s placid demeanor is best exemplified when 
he receives the news of the fall of the Alamo and massacre 
of its garrison by Santa Ana. His attitude is, “Well, well, 
tsk, tsk.” The screen play by Danie] B. Ullman suffers from 
the same torpor, with the added handicap of a fictitious 
romance thrown in. There is no glory, striking composition 
or perception in the direction or the camera work. The 
battie of San Jacinto in which Houston’s little army butch- 
ered Santa Ana’s forces with a surprise attack, is no more 
imposing than a brawl at bartenders’ picnic. Everyone 
knows that when you do something about Texas, you got to 
do it big, man. In spite of wide-screen Cinema-Scope, this 
is small stuff. 


Besides Mr. McCrea, who wears buckskins to visit Andy 
Jackson in the White House and a frock coat to lead his 
men into battle, we have such historical figures as Bowie 
(Jeff Morrow), Austin (Dayton Lummis), Travis (William 
Hopper), and a marked-down Davy Crockett (James Grif- 
fith), all of them except Morrow unimpressive. 

Much more interesting is the second feature, “HOLD 
BACK THE NIGHT,” about how a company of the Seventh 
Marines fought its way out of the Chinese trap on the Yalu 
River in Korea in 1950. As the company ts cut to pieces 
by ambuscades and gradually dwindles until only 33 men 
remain, Capt. John Payne sustains himself by memories 
of his wife (Mona Freeman) which a treasured gift bottle 
of Scotch recalls. Payne, Chuck Connors as a top sergeant, 
arid others are convincing as Marines, and the fighting 
scenes have been directed by Alan Dwan as if he knew 
what it was all about, technically and from the human point 
of view. (It was photographed at 17 below at the Marine 
winter survival test station at Topaz Lake in the Sierra 
Nevadas.) Altogether, it’s a fairly engrossing, if minor, 
piece.

writes. “We are a family with three children. Our 
15-year-old boy is our problem. Ever since he has 
been in school, he has had bad report cards. He is a poor 
student in everything. 
That we feel sorry for, but 
his co-operative behavior 
is bad. We did not let it 
go unnoticed in the begin- 
ning. We deprived him of 
things he liked best; we 
spanked him; we tried 
showing him love and 
kindness. Nothing helped. 
“He is a good boy, 
doesn’t smoke or use bad 
language. Helps wonder- 
fully at home. Everybody 
around us raves about 
wifat a nice boy he is. Little do they know of the heart- 
ache we have. 

“We try to give him things he asks for within reason, 
but he has always been a problem in school and now he 
has several failures in school again, and his teacher says 
it is only that he doesn‘t pay attention. He is mentally 
average and he could do the work but won't do homework. 

“Shall we deprive him of going to social activities, 
which he does once in a while? Shall we really punish 
him with a strap or what shall we do? Where have we 
failed?”

HERE 1S A GOOD BOY. He's good at home. He’s good 
with friends, and he’s good in the neighborhood. But he 
isn’t good at school. Not only isn’t he good there, but 
he doesn’t do his school work satisfactorily. 

The answer, or at least the first step toward the 
answer, seems so plain to us. This is a situation which 
we meet over and over and over again. The child for 
whom school has not been right, straight from the begin- 
ning. Yet the teacher says he is smart enough and could 
do the work if he would. 

Now if such a boy had difficulty just some one year, 
we might judge that increased age, a different teacher, 
disciplinary action on the part of his parents, might help. 
But this boy’s problem is obviously not temporary or 
slight. It has been going on for nearly 10 years now.

WE SHOULD CONSIDER this not a failure on the 
part of the boy, but a failure on the part of the educational 
system to find out what is wrong and what they can do 
about it. This is a problem for the school specialist. The 
answer may be in any one of a dozen different directions. 
It is the school’s problem to find out which. Each school, 
or at least each school system, needs a psychologist, a 
clinic, or at least the services of a clinic, to locate the 
difficulty and at least suggest possible solutions in every 
case of this kind. There are too many boys and girls 
who are needlessly failing in our schools today. 

(Interestingly enough we find this kind of problem 
more often with a boy, and especially with a-first boy. 
Such boys sustain poorly. They do best with small, self- 
contained tasks. They have difficulty in spreading into 
the related areas of any field of knowledge. They need 
more careful supervision in their work. They cannot be 
left on their own. Eventually they improve when they are 
given a job they can handle by themselves.)

year-old Ty and his brother, 

Vernon, 35, to an extent that 
their store, the Kirkwood Drug 
Store, has been named by its 
parent organization, the Rexall 
Co., as No. 1 store in Missouri 
and among the top 10 per cent 
in the country. The brothers 
have reason to feel they’ve done 
all right, especially when you 
consider that they set out in 
946, with their combined sav- 
ngs of $750, to buy a $30,000 
business. 

“We'd decided on a drug 
business because I’d had some 
experience before I went into 
the Army as manager of Wal- 
green’s on Kingshighway and 
Delmar,” says Ty, a likable 
young man with a crew cut and 
a ready grin. “Needless to say, 
we had a little financial prob- 
lem.

Fosher, believed-in us enough 
that he loaned us $20,000 on 
our signature, some character 
references, and a letter from 
the church. We were still short, 
but a banker down in Arkansas 
where I'd first started work 
loaned me $10,000 more on my 
signature. That gave us enough 
to swing the deal and \ we r saved

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our own $750 for emergencies.” 

The Craycrafts managed to 
pay off their indebtedness, 
always keeping “one payment 
ahead.” In 1949 their building 
was put up for sale and it was 
rumored that it was to be sold 
to a chain drug store, so they 
borrowed an additional $35,000 
to buy the building. The build- 
ing had another store which 
they rented out. They made 
arrangements with other ten- 
ants to give free rent if they'd 
fix up the rooms on the second 
floor, where Ty and his wife 
had been living, before they 
bought a house, Recently, the 
building being the oldest in the 
area, began sagging here and 
there, and required $20,000 for 
alterations. 

“But then what seemed a bad 
break turned out to be a good 
one,” Ty says. “The Katz Drug 
Store came out to Kirkwood a 
year ago, and they told us they 
wouldn’t hurt our business, 
they’d improve it. We were 
pretty skeptical but it turned 
out they were right. Our busi- 
ness went up 15 per cent last 
year.” 

The drug store has been a 
family enterprise all along. 

“We started out with six em- 
ployes,” Ty says, “and four of 
them were in the family.” 

There now are 23 employes 
and the wives no longer help 
as the families have grown, too.

The mental effort involved 
here can often be greater than 
the physical effort of doing the 
work. ©

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“IT'S NOT THAT THERE IS SOMEONE woe REGGIE. IT'S JUST 
THAT THERE MUST BE. 
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The standard unit of measure 
for concrete is the cubic yard. 
How much cement, sand and 
gravel you will need for one 
cubic yard will depend on the 
sort of mix you use. If you use 
a 1-2-3 mix (one part cement, 
two parts sand and three parts 
gravel) you will need seven bags 
of cement, 14 cubic feet of sand 
and 21 cubic feet of gravel. Each 
bag or sack of cement is equal 
to one cubic foot. 


Now the next problem is to 
figure out how many cubic yards 
of concrete you will need. Sup- 
pose you are putting in a ga- 
rage floor and it will be 22 feet 
long, 12 feet wide and six inches 
thick. You multiply 22 by 12 
and you get 264 feet. Now you 
want to multiply this by the 
thickness to get the total num- 
ber of cubic feet. Six inches is 
one-half a foot so multiply 264 
by one-half and you will get 
132. That's 132 cubic feet and 
you need to know how many 
cubic yards of concrete you will 
use. 


There are 27 cubic feet in a 
cubie yard so divide @7 into 132 
and you'll get 4 24-27th 
cubie yards which is just about 
5 cubic yards. Actually you'll 
need a little more than this be- 
cause it's always to add

Bringing Opera From Japan to U.S. 


Yosie Fujiwara Making Third American Tour With His Tokyo Singers 


By Mary Kimbrough 


OSIE FUJIWARA wants 

people to love grand opera 

—but he also wants them to 
understand the words. After 
taking opera to Japan in the 
Japanese language, he now :is 
bringing it to America in Eng- 
lish. 


The handsome tenor, half- 
Scotch and half-Japanese, with 
a slight resemblance in face and 
manner and voice to Charles 
Boyer, has stepped from the 
spotlight into the wings on this 
third tour of his opera company 
through the United States. But 
even theugh he isn’t singing, 
he still is concerned with bring- 


Ning understandable and enjoy- 


able grand opera to American 
ears. His troupe, the Fujiwara 
Opera Company of Tokyo, is 
appearing through Saturday 
night at the American Theater. 

“When we first started our 
company in 1932, we used 
Japanese translations of grand 
opera so that our people could 
know what was going on on 
stage,” he said. “In this coun- 
try, people know the stories of 
the operas, so that isn't so im- 
portant. But there, we wanted 
them to learn the stories first 
so they could enjoy the music. 

“Now, however, some of the 
operas are so familiar to the 
Japanese that we can present 
them in their original language. 
‘Carmen’ is now sung in French 
and ‘Rigoletto’ in Italian.” 


It was in the Italian opera, 
“La Boheme,” that Fujiwara 
made his own operatic debut as 
a young man, and that was in 
a small Italian town after he 
had studied three years in that 
country. Born in Japan, where 
his father, in the English con- 
sular service, had married a 
Japanese girl, he took his moth- 
er’s name in order to make his 
life easier in the Orient.

operatic career, he returned to 

Tokyo to start his own com- 
pany. Opera had been per- 
formed in Japan during the 
early part of the century “but 
had almost died out by the time 
Fujiwara returned. 


As a nostalgic tribute to his 
own singing debut, he chose 
“La Boheme” as the 
performance of the Fujiwara 
Opera Company, and the people, 
hungry for good music, eagerly 
welcomed it to the Japanese 
cultural scene. The company 
has been going on ever since, 
with the exception of a three- 
year halt during World War II. 

“We were right in the middle 
of the first act of one opera 
when the first bombs fell,” he 
recalls. “Everyone dived for 
cover. The curtain went down 


and didn’t go up again until 


after the war. 

“But what made us happy 
was that our first performance 
after the war was sponsered by 


the American Army.”

HE war, however, hadn't 
halted Fujiwara’s own sing- 
ing. Even though he couldn't 
go on the opera stage, he sang 
for the troops. But once it was 


over, he wa anxious to get back 


to opera and despite the bitter- 
ness of the war, his company 
soon was rehearsing English 
lyrics for their American tours 


as well as Japanese translations 


for their own countrymen, One 
of the most popular, on both 
sides of the Pacific, has beer 
“Madame Butterfly,” the story 
of a young American naval 
lieutenant who broke the heart 
of a Japanese girl. 


“We've sung that one more 
than 300 times, I imagine,” he 
sand. There was a twinkle in 
his eye as he went on. 

“They love it over there. Re- 
member, there were a lot of 
American naval jieutenants in 
Japan during the occupation.” 

In the St. Louis presentation, 
as elsewhere in America, the 
authenticity of “Madame But- 
terfly” is preserved by singing 
the Japanese roles in that lan- 
guage and the British and Amer- 
ican roles in English. However, 
the Gilbert and Sullivan opera, 
“The Mikado,” also sung here, 
is entirely in English. 

Fujiwara is looking forward 
to the time when the Japanese 
Government will subsidize 
grand opera and hopes to see 
the same kind of Government 
sponsorship. in this country.

40th Birthday for Webster Red Cross

HEN the Second Liberty 

Loan drive was held in St. 

Louis during World War I, 
the newly organized Red Cross 
chapter in | 
Webster Groves 
was invited to 
march in the 
parade with 
first aiders.

Last Sunday, Webster res- 
idents turned out in large num- 
bers to attend the fortieth birth- 
day party of their American 
Red Cross chapter — Webster 
Groves is the only suburb in 
the area to have its own chap- 
ter—and to pay tribute to the 
women who painted banners, 
gave first aid and rolled band- 
ages in those early days. In the 
big frame chapter house at 212 
East Lockwood avenue, exec- 
utive director Marvin Teeter 
and his staff greeted old-timers 
and well-wishers, dispensed 
punch, cookies and nostalgia.

THE LATTER, clearly the 
most popular commodity, was 
on display in the form of old 
records, everything from a re- 
guest for an emergency. ship- 
ment of convalescent robes in 
1917 to an electric light bill of 
that vintage. (Bill—$1.00). 


Originally the “Red Cross 
Group of the Monday Club,” 
founded by Mrs. Hager and 
Mrs. Fred Plant on June 8, 
1915, the group functioned for 
a, year.before they learned. they 
needed a charter, so their of- 
ficial 1916 birthdate makes 
them “one of the oldest” in- 
stead of “the oldest chapter 
west of the Mississippi.” Frank 
M. McClelland was the first 
chairman of the board and 
from then on, the list of of- 
ficials looks like a roster of 
the most active families in the 
community.
